Powell Bill 
Bans 'Dumping' 
Of Natural Gas 


SPRINGFIELD CR' — A bill to 
prevent alleged “dumping” of gas 
to industrial users at extremely 
low rates was introduced by two 
coal mining area legislators. 
The bill, sponsored by Demo­ 
cratic Reps. Paul Powell, Vienna. 
.md Clyde L. Choate. Anna, would 
prohibit public utilities from grant­ 
ing rate preference on quantity 
purchases of natural, manufactured 
or liquid petroleum gas. 
Powell and Choate, both from 
coal mining areas, previously have 
charged gas companies hurt the 
coal industry by selling to indus­ 
trial users at below cost prices dur­ 
ing the summer when home and 
other small quantity sales fall off. 
A bill introduced in the Senate 
would make radio and television 
stations subject to suit for libel 
for statements made by political 
candidates on their facilities. 
Un­ 
der present law. the stations are 
exempt from criminal liability for 
libelous or defamatory statements 
made in political speeches. 
The bill was introduced by Sen. 
William J 
Connors (D-Chicago), 
and would bring television under 
the same libel and defamation pro­ 
visions as radio. 
It would make truth a sufficient 
defense in libel cases only when 
published with “good motives" and 
for "justifiable ends.” 
Another bill introduced in the 
Senate would permit cities to use 
motor fuel tax funds to extend 
mileage 
of 
designated 
arterial 
.street systems by IO per cent after 
80 per cent of the existing system 
has been improved satisfactorily. 


Dulles Arrives 
In Austria for 
Treaty Signing 


Foreign Ministers 
Also to Arrange 
Date for Big 4 Talks 


VIENNA. Austr.a 
IP'—Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles flew 
to Vienna today to join the other 
Big Three 
foreign ministers in 
signing the Austrian state treaty 
and to arrange for a later Big 
Four meeting of heads of govern­ 
ment.

Dulles, almost mobbed by pho­ 
tographers when he arrived from 
Paris, told reporters: 


“ I have travelled to many coun­ 
tries on many missions but I have 
never felt more satisfaction than 
to come here to sign this treaty

completion of the treaty negotia­ 
tions which will set Austria free 
for the first time since 1938 was 
J "a central goal" of American pol­ 
icy

Force has dismissed Ll. George 
C. Schrieber from the service be 
cause of his part in the murder 
of a South Korean

murder, loses all GI rights and

Cleveland, Tenn., testified he shot 
the Korean

Schreiber, an Air Force police of­ 
ficer. 
Kinder was sentenced to 
two years but was returned to ac­ 
tive duty a year ago and his dis­

sus­ 
pended. 
The third person involved, Sgt 
Robert VV. Toth, 23. Pittsburgh, Pa., 
was accused of pistol whipping the 
Korean. He was taken into cus­ 
tody by the Air Force and returned 
to Korea for trial after he had been 
discharged. 
The question of whether the Air 
Force has jurisdiction over Toth 
has been argued before the Su­ 
preme Court. 
But it has handed 
down no decision yet.

Conservancy Dist. 


A public hearing will be held at 
IO a 
rn. Monday, May 16. at tho 
court house on the proposition of 
organizing 
a 
River Conservancy 
district for Saline County, it was 
announced today by a committee 
composed of Paul Hilliard and Joe 
M Hart. 
They said the purpose of organiz­ 
ing a River Conservancy district is 
to take advantage of the approval 
bv the U. S. Army Engineers of the 
Saline River Flood Control project 
“ But," they stated, “ we 
must 
have a legal organization that the 
arm y engineers can deal with “ 
“ When this project is authorized 
bv congress and the appropriation 
of $6,000,000 is made. it will mean 
that a large part of this money will 
go for labor," they explained. 
“ Also, the district will be em ­ 
powered by law to store and im ­ 
pound water 
This water can be 
sold to industries and municipali­ 
ties, which in time will lower the 
small tax that will be necessary 
to carry on. When industries seek­ 
ing new locations find out we have 
a large supply of water it will be 
an inducement to held them make 
up their minds on locating in the 
county', especially with its large 
unemployment where they can get 
all the labor they need.” 
They said one reason the Warren 
Petroleum Co. did not locate in 
Saline county was that it could not 
be promised enough water for its 
requirements.

Vaccine Ruined 
By Vial Stoppers

pers on thousands cl vials of stock­ 
piled anti-poho vaccine turned the 
vaccine into worthless fluid that 
had to be junked " 
"This chemical snafu explained, 
in part, the disappearance of 10,- 
000.000 
Salk 
shots 
early 
this 
month," Staff W riter William Mi- 
cheltelder wrote for the Scripps- 
How ant newspaper. 
He said it would also explain the 
discrepancy between the manufac­ 
turers’ original production iigure 
and the amount of vaccine made 
available. 
"It would also explain.’’ he said. 
"why the promised 17.200,000 cu­ 
bic centimeters were never deliv­ 
ered as promised May I 
The Na 
tional Foundation for Infantile Par­ 
alysis found itself with 7.200.000 
shots from the manufacturers as 
of May I. or 10.000.000 shots short 
Michelfelder said the "missing 
vaccine 
was 
actually 
ineffective 
vaccine which had been stockpiled 
and then destroyed by the manu­ 
facturers. 
He said he had learned 
that wholesale destruction of the 
worthless fluid began a month ago 
"Scientists for one major manu­ 
facturer,” the story said. "discov­ 
ered that merthiolate. a preserve 
live, had generated copper parti­ 
cles in the vaccine by its action on 
vial stoppers. 
Tho copper particles set up an­ 
other reaction which weakened the 
immunizing qualities of the vac 
cine. 
About two 
months 
were 
needed to ruin the potency, the 
manufacturers discovered. 
When 
the situation was realized, millions 
of cubic centimeters were deliber­ 
ately poured down the drain 
The 
new batches were made with new 
chemicals added. 


NEW YORK 
A spokesman 
for the National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis said today that 
the unfitness of merthiolate as a 
preservative in anti polio vaccine 
was realized by Dr. Jonas E. Salk 
“well back in 1954.” 
He said Salk discovered during 
the 1954 field trials that copper 
atoms from the rubber vial stop­ 
pers reacted with the merthiolate 
to form another chemical which 
gradually weakened the vaccine s 
effectiveness.

Says No Reason 
To Complain 
About Proposal 


Seeks Legislation 
To Provide City Tax 
'lf They W ant It' 


SPRINGFIELD TP*—Gov 
Wil­ 
liam G 
Stratton today said Illi­ 
nois cities “wanted home rule and 
now we've given it to them” in a 
tax program. 
He said the cities 
have no reason to complain. 
Stratton told a news conference 
he believes the revenue program 
he and Mayor Richard J 
Daley 
of Chicago worked out "is as fair 
to everybody as you can make it." 
“The cities asked for new sourc­ 
es of revenue.” he said 
“We have 
provided legislation that will per­ 
mit city governments to pass up 
to a 1-2 cent sales tax if they want 
it. 
“They wanted home rule and 
now they’ve got it 
I’m willing to 
take the responsibility for raising 
IOO million dollars additional rev­ 
enue for the state on 1-2 cent sales 
tax. 
The city governments will 
have to take their own responsi­ 
bility," he said. 
Stratton said the 1-2 cent sales 
tax without referendum and the 
5 per cent utilities tax he and 
Daley proposed is “the greatest 
help I ever remember cities get­ 
ting from a state government.” 
Combine on Program 
Stratton and Daley Wednesday 
announced they would support leg­ 
islation for the 1-2 cent, two-year 
*ales tax increase; a 12 cent city 
sales tax which city governments 
can pass without referendum: and 
a 5 per cent permissive city tax 
on private utilities. 
They also pledged to concentrate 
all their efforts on getting the 
Legislature to pass a constitutional 
revenue article amendment for sub­ 
mission to the voter* in 1956 
"The people will still have the 
final word in the matter of taxa­ 
tion when they vote in 1956 on 
whether to overhaul the whole tax 
system,” Stratton said. 
Stratton reiterated that the state 
sales tax increase proceeds would 
tx* used for school* and welfare, 
He disagreed with some city offi­ 
cials who said the Stratton Daley 
city tax program gave cities little 
revenue relief. 
Springfield Mayor 
Nelson O. Howarth, retailers and 
others said the city sales tax would 
put a penalty on merchants by 
driving buyers to suburban stores 
or nearby communities which did 
not adopt the sales tax. 
Savs Cities Can Decide 
The governor said whether they 
wanted to use the sales tax was 
"up to the city officials.” 
"They have other means of rais­ 
ing money now." he said. 
Stratton said he feels many cities 
will find the utility tax "very at­ 
tractive." 
He said the “big weak­ 
ness" in giving cities the "flat 12 
.cent share of the state tax” that 
many cities want is that “some of 
them just don t need more reve­ 
nue.” 
On other matters. Stratton said:

tax bill will 
he amended to conform to the 12 
cent sales tax increase, assessing 
a 2 12 per cent tax on all out-of- 
state purchases by Illinoisans. 
In the next two years, the state 
has lo "figure out a better formula 
between state and local financing" 
for common schools.

gone up because of a "breakdown

Nautilus, being a warship, can nev­ 
er serve as an emissary bearing 
this country's hopes of peace to 
ports all around the globe 
Therefore it was welcome news 
that the United States intends to 
build an atomic merchant ship to 
be sent around the world as a sym­ 
bol of this nation’s desire to apply 
nuclear energy for peaceful pur­ 
poses.

Without inspectors, it is impos­ 
sible for the Food and Drug A d-1 
ministration adequately to inspect 
drug concerns or food factories. 
As pointed out in this column on 
July 26 last year. food and drug 
appropriations have been cut so 
low' that inspectors are able to 
inspect 
chicken-processing plants 
only once every 12 years.
